DISTRESS OF THE WEAVERS. 
Few industrious men in this country can have 
from their own experience, 0 
the narrow circumstances to which thousands ° 
Eng’ ish operatives are reduced, notwithstanding 
thes unremutting exertions to provide @ support 
for themselves and their families. The Carlisle 
Patriot enters into a minuie specification of ficts 
to show the necessities of these men, particular- 
lly the weavers. It appears from these data, 
that a hard working weaver, sven when pro- 
vided with full employment, cannot earn, on 
an average, more than 5s. 6d, tterling per 
week. ‘** In many cases, it is true, the wife and 
one or two children can earn a considerable ad- 
dition to this sum; but it is also true that the 
weaver's expenses are increased in proportion 
as he derives this assistance from a famuly.’’— 
| And moreover, it often happens that he has to 
wait eight or ten days betwixt each web [a web 
of four cuts occupies about three weeks} before 
he can obtain a fresh supply of work.

SOME ACCOUNT OF THE SIAMESE BOYS. 


Dear Sin,—In compliance with your re- 
quest, as well as in obedience to what I consider 
to be a professional duty, I undertake te give 
some account of the Siamese Boys, and parti- 
cularly of the medium by which they are united 
together. 

The boys are supposed to be about 18 years 
old. They are of moderate statue, though not 
as tall as boys of that age in this country. They 
have the Chinese complexion and physiogno- 
my. The forehead is more elevated and less 
broad than that of the Chinese, owing to mal- 
formation. They much resemble each other; 
yet net so much but that, upon a little observa- 
tion, various points of dissimilarity may be no- 
ticed. 

The substance by which they are connected 
is @ mass two inches long at its upper edge, and 
about five at the lower. Its breadth from above 
downwards may be four inches; and its thickness 
in a hormontel direction two inches Of course 
it 8 not a rounded cord, but thicker in the per- 
pendicular than in the horrzontal direction. At 
its lower edge is perceived a single umbilicus, 
through which passed a single umbilical cord to 
nourish both children im the fetal state. Plac- 
ing my hand on this substance, which I will de- 





tremely hard. On further examination this hard- 
ness was found to exist at the upper part of the 
cord only; and to be prolonged into the breast 
of each boy. Tracing it upwards, I found it to 
be constituted by a prolongation of the ensifurm 
cartilage of the sternum, or extremity of the 
breast bone.

THE SPANISH INVADING EXPEDITION. 

The schooner Eclipse, at New Orleans, from 
Tampico, which place she left on the morning 
of the 19th July, reports ** that part of the Spa- 
nish squadron which left Havana, cousisting of 
one ship of the line, one frigate, and two cor- 
vettes, had arrived, and where at anchor off 
that place. The transports having on board the 
troops had not yet been heard of. The com- 
mandant at Tampico had received instructions 








from his government to declare that port blocka- 
ded on the first appearance of the hostile fleet, 
which, we infer, has actually taken place in 
consequence of its arrival. It is also stated that 
a levy by government of ten millions of dollars 
was to take place on all monies that shall be 
brought from the interior, for the purpose of 
clothing and paying the army, which was to be 
accounted for at the close of the campaign. 
Orders had been given to station 10,000 troops 
at Tampico, 8000 at Campeachy, and at all 
other places on the coast in the same propor- 
tion. The convoy with eight hundred thousand 
doliars which was due at ‘Tampico on the 16th 
July, had not arrived—bad weather, it was sup- 
posed, had detained it.’’ 

Letters from New Orleans, by mail, mention 
that W. McF. Saul, cashier of the bank of Or- 
leans, had committed suicide by shooting himself. 
He left a letter in which he assigned as a reason 
for the step, the fact of his having appropriated 
eight thousand dollars of the bank funds to his 
private use. 

The Pensacola Gazette announces that the U. 
8. schooner Shark, Capt. Voorhees, arrived at 
that port on the Ist instant. The Shark, with 
one of the large barges attached to the station, 
has been for the last three months cruizing on 
the south side of Cuba, and has been able to give 
the coast a diligent search. Capt. V. reports 
with confidence that thers are no pirates at pre- 
sent on the south side of the Island. 

On the 20th July, Capt. Voorhees understood 
at Trinidad that letters had that day been re- 
ceived from Vera Cruz, stating that our MINIS- 
TER, MR. POINSET, HAD BEEN ASSASSI- 
NATED at the City of Mexico—This report 
was generally believed at Trinidad.

From the Catskill Reeorter, 
SOMETHING CURIOUS. 

Any thing like the following, twenty years
